REPORT  OF 

THE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 


The  Mendon  Park  Department  respectfully  submits  this  report  on 
activities  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1983. 

The  Town  Beach  opened  on  June  17  to  beautiful  weather  and  re¬ 
mained  open  until  the  end  of  August.  The  summer  was  warm  and  dry,  in 
which  the  beach  was  actively  used.  The  swimming  program  had  a  total 
registration  of  218  boys  and  girls.  With  such  a  large  turnout  it  was 
decided  to  again  have  two  sessions.  Session  A  ran  from  June  27  -  July  15 
followed  by  Session  B,  July  20  -  August  10.  The  beach  program,  under 
the  direction  of  Erin  Kelley,  provided  an  opportunity  for  all  families  to 
enjoy  safe  swimming  along  with  many  recreational  activities.  Young¬ 
sters  could  be  seen  daily  playing  basketball  on  the  court  or  involved  in 
the  arts  and  crafts  program,  crazy  hat  day,  doll  shows,  bike  hikes,  water 
carnival  and  a  field  day.  All  activities  were  a  great  success  for  children 
and  parents  alike. 

The  care  and  maintenance  of  town  cemeteries,  Founder  Park,  and 
Memorial  Field  were  contracted  out  to  Mr.  Norman  Cousineau.  The 
department,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Richard  Varney  and  Mr.  Edward  Shea 
have  begun  work  on  the  construction  of  a  basketball  court  and  two 
tennis  courts  at  Memorial  Field.

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The  Department  of  Community  Affairs  is  concerned  about  energy 
consumption  in  Housing  and  wishes  to  reduce  the  consumption  next  year 
by  five  percent.  On  a  survey  in  the  period  7/1/81  -  6/30/82,  it  showed 
that  the  Mendon  Housing  Authority  used  29.72%  less  kilowatts  than  the 
norm  for  an  all  electrical  development.  However,  on  an  audit  by  the 
Mass.  Save,  Inc.,  there  are  still  methods  for  saving  electricity;  namely, 
replacing  wooden  exterior  doors  with  steel  doors,  installing  tank  jackets 
on  hot  water  tanks,  reducing  temperature  on  hot  water  tanks  to  120 
degrees,  replacing  common  lights  with  florescent  fixtures  and  replacing 
outside  lamp  bulbs  to  incandescent  60  watts. 

The  Authority  has  replaced  three  exterior  doors  this  year  and  hope¬ 
fully  will  continue  to  replace  the  doors  until  all  are  done. 

New  Statewide  Housing  Authority  Classification  and  Wage  Plans  were 
adopted,  which  will  lower  the  maintenance  costs  in  projects  where  there 
are  more  than  one  maintentance  man  involved. 

All  stoves  and  refrigerators  have  been  replaced  since  the  Project  was 
opened. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  express  their  gratitude  to  all  who  have 
extended  their  services  to  the  tenants  at  Sunrise  Apartments.

REPORT  OF 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  working  with  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  and 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  attempts  to  end  the  pollution 
problem  at  Miscoe  Brook.  Pollutants  are  entering  the  brook  from  faulty 
drains  and  an  inadequate  septic  system  at  the  Miscoe  Beverage  Company 
on  Northbridge  Road.  A  gelatinous  material  covers  the  stream  bed  for  a 
half  mile,  and  dissolved  oxygen  in  the  water  has  been  depleted.  Tests 
showed  a  high  bacteria  count  and  a  severe  degradation  of  water  quality. 
After  a  threat  from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  shut  down 
the  soda  plant,  plans  are  being  finalized  to  correct  the  situation. 

A  sum  of  one  hundred  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($160,000.00)  was 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  on  a  bill  filed  by  Representative  Richard 
T.  Moore  for  engineering  and  construction  costs  of  a  new  outlet  control 
of  Lake  Nipmuc.  The  project  will  replace  an  antiquated  stone  culvert 
with  a  sluiceway  type  dam  that  will  facilitate  the  control  of  the  optimum 
water  level  of  the  lake.  It  may  also  include  the  construction  of  an  over¬ 
flow  channel  connecting  the  lake  and  the  dam  if  the  final  engineering 
plans  deem  it  necessary.  The  bill  was  filed  at  the  request  of  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission  and  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  lake  was  treated  by  Aquatic  Control  Technology  of  Wayland  in 
June  for  its  annual  weed  maintenance  program.  The  cost  was  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($1,950.00). 

The  annual  town  cleanup  was  held  on  April  30,  1983.  One  hundred 
and  ten  volunteers  worked  all  Saturday  morning  picking  up  roadside 
litter.  The  Commission  expressed  appreciation  to  all  who  helped, 
particularly  Duane  Nelson  for  his  contribution  of  six  hundred  trash  bags, 
the  Mendon  Police  Department  for  its  enforcement  of  a  traffic  slow¬ 
down,  the  Mendon  Highway  Department  for  its  drivers  and  use  of 
trucks,  the  Mendon  Lions’  Club  for  providing  lunch  for  all  the 
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volunteers,  Kimball  Trucking  for  its  use  of  grounds  and  facilities  for  a 
luncheon  gathering,  and  M.  and  T.  Trucking  for  providing  dumpster 
service.  Special  thanks  was  extended  to  the  fourteen  adults  who  drove 
their  own  vehicles. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  poster  contest  for  grades  4,  5,  and  6  to 
promote  the  town  cleanup.  Winners  were  Laura  Jolly  and  Matthew 
Brennan  for  grade  four,  Michael  Aia  and  Jennifer  Jones  for  grade  five, 
and  Jill  Morelli,  Tom  O’Sullivan  and  Heidi  Schultz  for  grade  six. 

Orders  of  conditions  were  issued  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
for  work  done  bordering  wetland  areas.  Orders  were  issued  for  lot  3  on 
Sandra  Circle,  lot  2  on  Gaskill  Street  adjacent  to  Willow  Brook,  lot  6  on 
Lori  Lane,  and  a  house  lot  on  Blackstone  Street  near  the  Ohio  Brook. 

The  former  Gentilotti  property,  adjacent  to  Memorial  Field,  is  now  an 
accessible  woodland  park.  A  large  sign  at  the  edge  of  the  ball  field  marks 
the  entry  to  the  main  path,  which  circles  through  the  woods  and  returns 
to  the  ball  field  area.  A  picnic  area  has  been  cleared,  with  an  opening  to 
the  ball  field  and  a  connecting  path  to  Taft  Avenue. 

A  workshop  in  trail  building  was  held  in  November,  with  the  director 
of  Buck  Hill  Conservation  Center,  Richard  O’Brien,  giving  expert 
advice.  Work  has  been  done  by  members  of  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion,  interested  citizens,  and  young  volunteers,  including  members  of  the 
Cadette  Girl  Scout  Troop.  A  donation  of  woodchips  from  the  Tree 
Warden,  and  the  support  of  the  Highway,  Police,  and  Park  Departments 
have  also  been  helpful.  Financial  donations  were  received  from  the  Lake 
Nipmuc  Watershed  Association  and  the  4-H  Club.  These  donations  were 
used  to  pay  for  the  new  sign  and  to  establish  a  new  account  for  the  parks 
growth  and  maintenance. 

The  Commission  plans  to  continue  to  develop  the  area  as  a  natural 
woodland,  a  passive  recreation  area  for  the  enjoyment  and  education  of 
the  public.  Motorized  vehicles  on  the  trails  are  not  allowed,  and  horse¬ 
back  riding  is  only  allowed  when  the  trails  are  dry.  One  hundred  two 
hours  of  adult  volunteer  time  were  donated  in  1983.  Youths  of  the  town 
donated  thirty-eight  hours.

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REPORT  OF 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Considerable  time  and  effort  was  spent  by  the  Board  of  Health  during 
1983  with  the  closure  procedure  of  the  Ferrucci  landfill.  Work  contract 
bids  were  accepted  in  April  and  the  lowest  qualified  bidder,  F.  E.  Morse 
from  Bellingham,  was  accepted.  Final  inspection  and  approval  was 
received  in  October  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environ¬ 
mental  Quality  Engineering. 

The  rubbish  pick-up  contract  was  rebid  this  year  and  N.E.W.S.  Co., 
the  lowest  qualified  bidder,  was  accepted.  A  three-year  contract  was 
signed  in  June. 

Hazardous  waste  and  water  pollution,  always  a  concern  to  the  Board, 
became  a  real  problem  this  year.  In  two  separate  areas  we  investigated  oil 
contamination  of  a  private  well  and  unknown  pollutants  in  a  area  brook. 
The  nature  of  these  complaints  necessitates  State  involvement  and  we 
have  been  working  with  their  engineer. 

The  annual  Rabies  Clinic  was  held  in  April  and  52  dogs  and  2  cats  were 
innoculated.  Rabies  has  become  more  of  a  problem  in  recent  years  and 
the  Board  encourages  residents  to  take  advantage  of  these  clinics.  We 
would  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Kenneth  Shea  of  Bellingham  Animal 
Hospital  for  his  continued  help  and  support. 

The  usual  clinics  for  the  senior  citizens  and  children  were  held.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association  for  their  continued  high 
quality  care. 

Our  full-time  food  service  inspection  program  continues  to  be  success¬ 
ful.  Additional  activities  include  issuing: 

35  disposal  work  permits  18  food  service  permits 

7  installers  permits  3  syringe  permits 

1  nonalcoholic  beverage  permit  2  market  licenses 

The  Board  continues  to  be  actively  involved  in  the  Regional  Solid 
Waste  Committee.  Again,  the  Board  is  promoting  recycling.  It  should  be 
noted  that  there  is  a  direct  relationship  between  the  amount  of  trash 
collected  and  the  cost  of  rubbish  pick-up.

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REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Mr.  Frederick  J.  Kelley,  Jr.,  was  elected  Selectman  at  the  annual 
election  and  was  welcomed  back  on  the  Board.  Rolland  J.  Morin,  Jr.  was 
elected  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  at  the  reorganizational 
meeting. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  ongoing  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  was  the 
completion  of  the  Police  Station  downstairs  and  also  new  offices  for  the 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health,  Conservation,  Board  of  Appeals  and 
Veterans’  Agent. 

The  Board  faced  a  rather  difficult  decision  this  year  concerning  Cherry 
Sheet  disbursement.  Thru  a  legislature  oversight,  the  additional  aid  to 
cities  and  towns  was  distributed  thru  “Chapter  70”,  which  is  a  school 
fund.  Therefore,  the  actual  money  was  sent  to  the  school.  After  many 
meetings  with  school  committee  and  finance  board,  a  decision  was 
reached  that  the  town  should  retain  most  of  the  money,  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  levy  limit  set  by  “2  14  ”. 

Chief  Kelsie  Townsend  retired  from  the  Mendon  Police  Department 
officially  September  30,  1983.  He  was  out  on  sick  leave  from  April  until 
the  time  of  his  retirement.  He  gave  15  years  of  his  life  to  the  Mendon 
Police  Department,  and  we  would  like  to  publicly  acknowledge  and 
thank  him  for  these  years  of  service.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  years  of 
retirement  and  hope  that  the  knowledge  that  he  served  his  Town  well  will 
always  remain  with  him. 

Sgt.  George  Larson  was  appointed  Officer  in  Charge,  May  3rd  1983, 
and  Dennis  Grady  as  Acting  Sgt.  At  Selectman  Kelley’s  suggestion,  the 
Police  Department  was  revamped  and  a  new  grade  added  to  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Kelley  and  Mr.  Morin  thought  the  new  chain  of  command 
would  better  serve  the  Police  Department.  Dennis  Grady  was  appointed 
as  the  new  Lieutenant  and  Martin  Auty  was  promoted  to  Sgt.  George 
Larson  was  appointed  Chief  of  Police  at  the  same  time,  October  17, 
1983.  Two  new  patrolmen  were  appointed  to  the  department  —  Gregory 
Stratman  on  August  1st,  and  Paul  LaPierre  on  December  20,  1983. 

Bids  were  opened  and  awarded  to  E  &  E  Construction  Co.,  for  renova¬ 
tion  of  the  old  police  station  and  offices  on  the  main  floor  in  the  Town 
Hall.  Work  began  in  the  fall  and  was  nearly  completed,  except  for  car¬ 
peting,  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

An  electrical  system  for  the  fire  doors  was  added  lo  the  fire  barn. 

Mendon,  Millville  and  Douglas  applied  for  a  grant  for  a  shared 
Administrative  Assistant  “Circuit  Rider”  and  were  fortunate  to  have  it 
approved.  Douglas  dropped  out  before  agreements  were  signed,  but 
Upton  showed  an  interest  and  was  welcomed  by  the  other  two  towns. 
Mendon  was  selected  as  the  sponsor  community.  This  is  a  three  year 
program,  with  the  state  paying  the  whole  salary  the  first  year,  2/3  the 
second  year  and  1/3  the  third  year.  Expenses  involving  the  Circuit  Rider 
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Program  would  be  borne  by  the  towns  divided  three  ways.  Interviews 
were  scheduled  for  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  the  dedicated  town 
employees  and  town  officials  who  make  our  job  a  little  easier.  We  would 
also  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  our  town  for  their  support,  input,  and 
even  criticism,  for  without  this,  we  could  not  serve  as  well.

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EDUCATION 


The  School  Committee  had  two  distinct  segments  within  the  calendar 
year  1983.  The  first  seven  months  saw  the  School  Committee  intensely 
involved  in  the  development  of  a  school  budget  for  fiscal  year  1983  and 
its  final  adoption  with  all  credits  correctly  apportioned  to  both  towns.  It 
must  be  understood  that  budget  cuts  and  adjustments  of  the  magnitude 
expressed  this  year  cannot  regularly  be  absorbed  without  destroying  our 
public  education  system  as  we  know  it.  Dr.  Charles  R.  Hand  resigned  his 
superintendency  as  of  August  31,  1983.  The  second  five  months  saw  the 
Committee  in  search  of  a  new  superintendent  of  schools  and  the 
temporary  transition  of  leadership  within  the  school  system.  Mr.  Gulla 
assumed  temporary  responsibilities  as  Acting  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  district.  Mr.  Byrne  became  Acting  Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional 
High  School  along  with  Mr.  Olson  teacher  and  Acting  Vice-Principal. 

In  order  to  help  assist  Mr.  Milligan,  principal  of  Miscoe  Hill  Middle 
School,  Mr.  Henry  Morel  was  made  Head  Teacher.  Mr.  Edward  Furphy, 
sixth  grade  teacher  at  Miscoe  Hill  Middle  School,  retired  from  teaching 
December  31,  1983. 


COMPUTER  LITERACY 

In  1972,  the  Committee  on  Computer  Education  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  the  Mathematical  Sciences  concluded  that:  “It  is  essential  that 
our  educational  system  be  modified  in  such  a  way  that  every  student  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  computers  and  the  current  and 
potential  roles  which  they  play  in  our  society.” 

Addressing  this  need,  our  school  district  established  a  Computer  Task 
Force  Committee  of  citizens  and  educators  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
goals  and  objectives  for  a  Comprehensive  Computer  Literacy  Program. 

Mr.  Steven  Rakitin,  an  Upton  resident  and  computer  specialist, 
presented  recommendations  of  the  Task  Force  Committee  to  the  school 
committee.  Further  study  is  needed  before  full  implementation  can 
begin.  Information  will  be  released  as  the  study  continues. 

GIFTED  AND  TALENTED  PROGRAM 

Project  Must  (Mendon-Upton  Servicing  Talent)  is  a  program  for 
gifted  and  talented  elementary  school  students  in  its  first  year  of  opera¬ 
tion. 

The  basic  design  of  MUST  is  a  pull-out  program  using  a  resource  room 
and  teacher.  It  places  emphasis  on  a  combination  of  skill  lessons,  group 
projects  and  individual  research. 

One  of  the  major  components  of  this  program  is  a  system  of  project 
sharing,  called  “Two-Way  Enrichment,”  which  ensures  that  the  work  of 
the  students  in  the  pull-out  program  will  return  to  the  regular  classroom 
and  become  of  value  as  enrichment  to  the  rest  of  the  school  population. 
This  approach  serves  two  functions:  the  task  of  researching,  designing 
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and  producing  a  presentable  project  becomes  an  enrichment  education 
tool  for  the  gifted  student,  and  the  presentation  of  this  gained  knowledge 
to  the  regular  classroom  is  an  addition  to  the  regular  curriculum. 

LANGUAGE  ARTS  AND  MATHEMATICS  COORDINATION 

The  emphasis  in  the  work  of  the  Mathematics  Coordinator  has  been 
organizing  and  designing  the  function  of  the  Computer  Task  Force 
Committee  and  evaluating  the  mathematics  program  systemwide. 

Enrichment  and  supplemental  materials  have  been  added  to  strengthen 
the  program  in  key  areas.  The  organization  and  purchase  of  educational 
software  for  our  classes  has  begun. 

The  Language  Arts  Coordinator  has  been  evaluating  and  making 
recommendations  in  the  areas  of  writing  skills  and  study  habits  system- 
wide.  Attempts  are  being  made  to  coordinate  a  pattern  of  skill  develop¬ 
ment  which  will  be  consistent  throughout  the  system.  A  series  of  study- 
guide  filmstrips  and  study  guide  packets  are  planned  for  purchase  this 
year. 

Both  coordinators  have  developed  packets  for  teachers  to  enhance 
certain  skill  areas  in  the  language  arts  and  mathematics. 

SCHOOL  ENTRY  AGE 

A  major  policy  change  in  regards  to  school  entering  age  was  made 
during  this  past  year.  Following  much  research  and  several  public  meet¬ 
ings,  the  Entry  Age  Study  Committee  Members  recommended  and  the 
Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  Committee  voted  to  change  the 
entrance  date  for  kindergarten  from  a  child’s  having  to  be  five  years  old 
on  or  before  December  31st,  preceding  the  opening  of  school  in 
September  to  having  to  be  five  on  or  before  August  31st,  prior  to  enter¬ 
ing  kindergarten.  The  policy  continues  on  to  state  that  a  child  must  be  six 
years  old  on  or  before  August  31st  to  enter  first  grade.  The  effective  date 
for  kindergarten  entrance  is  the  opening  day  of  school  in  1984.  The 
effective  date  for  entrance  to  first  grade  is  the  opening  day  of  school  in 
1985. 

The  recommendations  and  subsequent  votes  were  based  on  the  pre¬ 
mise  that  all  children  need  the  gift  of  time  to  grow  and  to  develop.  School 
readiness  is  not  determined  by  age;  however,  policies  are  needed  to 
organize  our  school  programs. 

The  policy  was  voted  as  a  universal  cut-off  date  with  no  exceptions. 

CAFETERIA 

Beginning  in  September  1983,  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School 
District  Lunch  Program  began  a  satellite  feeding  system.  Under  this  pro¬ 
gram,  food  for  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School  and  Upton  Memorial 
elementary  schools  is  prepared  in  bulk  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School 
and  transported  to  these  schools  in  order  to  lower  the  labor  and  food 
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costs  throughout  the  district  and  to  provide  balanced  and  nutritious 
meals.  Putting  this  practice  to  work  reduced  the  price  for  full  meals  at 
the  elementary  schools  from  8(K  each  to  60C  each. 

During  the  late  fall  and  winter  months,  there  has  been  greater  pupil 
participation  in  lunch  and  a  general  acceptance  of  the  program. 

The  staffs  at  all  schools  have  been  helpful  in  working  out  the  problems 
encountered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  continue  to  make  sugges¬ 
tions  to  make  the  program  responsive  to  the  needs  of  ail  the  students. 

SIX  DAY  CYCLE 

In  order  to  better  coordinate  the  efforts  of  personnel  who  must  divide 
their  time  among  the  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools,  the  Mendon- 
Upton  Regional  School  District  has  adopted  a  six-day  schedule.  This  six- 
day  cycle  is  coordinated  among  all  schools  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

A  six  day  schedule  is  simply  another  way  of  insuring  the  continuity  of 
school  days.  Rather  than  the  usual  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  etc., 
days  become  day  1,  day  2,  day  3,  and  so  forth.  A  “week,”  therefore, 
becomes  a  cycle  of  six  days  and  is  not  dependent  solely  on  a  calendar 
week. 

Personnel,  such  as  art,  gym,  etc.  shared  among  schools,  are  in  resi¬ 
dence  at  each  school  for  six  days  at  a  time.  Their  six  day  week  is  never 
shortened  because  of  holidays  or  snow  days.  For  example,  if  a  teacher  is 
scheduled  to  be  at  one  school  for  a  six  day  week  and  one  day  is  cancelled 
because  of  snow,  that  cancelled  day  is  made  up  on  the  day  school  re¬ 
opens.  Classes  are  not  cheated  out  of  time  in  the  art  room  or  gym  if  they 
are  scheduled  on  a  snow  day  or  holiday  as  they  would  be  under  the  old 
Monday  through  Friday  schedule. 

NIPMUC  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  EVALUATION 

Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  was  evaluated  on  the  days  of  April  10 
through  13,  1983,  by  a  visiting  committee  appointed  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  The  primary  concern  of  the  evalua¬ 
tion  team  was  to  assess  the  quality  of  the  educational  program  for  grades 
nine  through  twelve. 

The  evaluation  program  which  public  schools  must  undergo  is  a  three¬ 
fold  process:  the  self-study  conducted  by  the  local  professional  staff,  the 
evaluation  by  the  Commission’s  visiting  team,  and  the  follow-up 
program  carried  out  by  the  school  to  implement  the  findings  of  its  own 
self-study  and  the  valid  recommendations  of  the  visiting  team.  Con¬ 
tinued  accreditation  requires  that  the  school  be  reevaluated  at  least  once 
every  ten  years. 

The  visiting  committee  submitted  a  thirty-three  page  report  to  the  New 
England  Association,  and  we  are  proud  to  say  that  on  September  29, 
1983,  the  Commission  on  Public  Schools  awarded  Nipmuc  Regional 
High  School  continued  accreditation  in  the  New  England  Association  of 


Schools  and  Colleges.  Because  we  received  this  honor,  many  thanks  must 
go  to  the  faculty  and  staff  of  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School,  members 
from  the  communities  of  Mendon  and  Upton,  the  school  committee,  and 
the  students  without  whose  cooperation  this  endeavor  would  not  have 
been  completed  successfully.

Changes  in  graduation  requirements  and  awarding  of  credits  have 
been  upgraded  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  To  encourage  students  to  utilize  their  time  by  adding  classes  in 
place  of  study  halls.

IN-SERVICE  PROGRAMS 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Elaine  Ford,  Head  Teacher  at  Memorial 
School,  a  questionnaire  was  distributed  to  all  staff  members  in  an  effort 
to  determine  needs  for  inservice  programs.  In  general,  computer  literacy, 
behavior  and  discipline,  health  education  issues,  curriculum  coordina¬ 
tion  and  children  with  learning  problems  were  felt  to  be  major  areas  for 
programming.  Mrs.  Ford  and  the  In-service  Committee  developed  pro¬ 
grams  to  address  these  issues  for  the  full  inservice  day  and  the  four 
release  days  during  the  1983-1984  school  year.  These  programs  were 
designed  to  meet  staff  needs  as  well  as  recommendations  of  the  recent 
Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  evaluation. 

DRUG  AND  ALCOHOL  AWARENESS 

Use  and  abuse  of  drugs  and  alcohol  have  been  a  long-standing  concern 
of  the  parents,  citizens  and  school  staff  of  Mendon  and  Upton.  Under 
the  direction  of  our  now  full-time  Health  Education  Specialist,  Dr.  Her¬ 
rick  Hawkins,  a  Task  Force  has  been  formed  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
communities’  participating  in  the  nationally  televised  film,  “The 
Chemical  People.”  A  major  goal  of  this  group  of  parents,  citizens,  stu¬ 
dents  and  school  staff  is  to  coordinate  a  community-wide  effort  of  drug 
and  alcohol  awareness,  education,  prevention  and  intervention.  A 
specific  task  of  the  group  is  to  publish  a  bi-monthly  newsletter.  The  Task 
Force  has  received  a  wide  range  of  support  from  local  organizations, 
churches,  law  enforcement  and  town  officials.  Meetings  are  open  to  the 
public.  All  citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton  are  encouraged  to  “Come  and 
bring  a  friend.” 

As  we  get  ready  to  move  into  a  new  year,  there  is  hope  that  from 
adversity  will  come  a  pulling  together  to  preserve  the  best  of  the  Mendon- 
Upton  Public  Schools  for  which  so  many  have  labored  and  toiled  for  so 
many  years.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  MENDON-UPTON  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

We  have  seen  many  changes  in  our  school  system  this  year. 

We  have  accepted,  with  regret,  the  retirement  resignation  of  Dr. 
Charles  R.  Hand  after  eleven  years  in  our  system. 

Mr.  Anthony  H.  Gulla,  Jr.  has  been  appointed  Acting  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  Mr.  Allen  J.  Byrne,  Acting  Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional 
High  School  for  one  year  to  allow  ample  time  to  conduct  a  search  for  a 
new  superintendent. 

Mr.  Gulla  and  Mr.  Byrne  have  worked  very  hard  this  year,  as  have  all 
our  administrators  and  staff,  to  assure  that  the  system  and  students  have 
had  minimum  disruptions  during  this  difficult  transitional  year. 

We  hired  New  England  School  Development  Educational  Council 
(NESDEC),  a  non-profit  organization,  to  help  us  in  our  search  for  a  new 
superintendent.  They  have  helped  the  committee  immensely  in  the  under¬ 
taking  of  this  extremely  important  job. 

After  serving  three  (3)  years  on  the  committee,  Brian  Hastings  decided 
not  to  seek  re-election,  although  he  is  still  very  active  with  P.A.G.E.,  a 
volunteer  group  in  our  system.  We  thank  him  for  his  service  on  the 
Committee  and  welcome  Joy  DiLegge  in  his  place. 

The  committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
volunteer  groups  in  our  system:  Upton  Mothers’  Club,  Warriors  Club, 
Music  Boosters,  PAGE  and  the  Advisory  Council  on  Education  (ACE) 
for  their  fund-raising  efforts  for  school  activities.  Through  their  efforts 
our  students  have  been  able  to  make  many  field  trips  which  were  cut 
from  the  budget  because  of  Proposition  2  Vi. 

Maintenance  of  Buildings  —  as  with  previous  committees,  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  buildings  is  of  great  concern.  Every  year  as  we  must 
make  difficult  decisions  on  whether  to  cut  programs  or  to  cut  main¬ 
tenance  projects,  the  maintenance  has  been  cut  back.  This  action  is 
fast  catching  up  with  us  as  we  now  have  two  buildings,  Clough  and 
Memorial  Schools,  which  must  have  the  roofs  replaced  within  the 
next  couple  of  years  at  the  latest  or  we  are  going  to  have  serious  pro¬ 
blems  with  both  buildings. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  this  past  year  in  hiring  Dr.  Herrick 
Hawkins  as  a  coordinator  of  Health  Education.  He  has  been 
instrumental  in  setting  up  a  Task  Force  on  the  dangers  of  drug  and 
alcohol  abuse  in  our  school  system. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  our  administrators,  staff 
members,  and  all  other  employees  for  their  part  in  the  success  of  our 
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schools  during  this  very  difficult  year.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  people 
of  both  communities  for  their  continued  interest  and  support.
